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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election of Group I, claims 1-22 in the reply filed on 7/14/2006 is 
acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the 
supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an 
election without traverse (MPEP § 81 8.03(a)). 

Claims 23-43 are withdrawn from further consideration as being drawn to non- 
elected subject matter. 

The restriction is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
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applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

Claims 1 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Weisspapir et al. (paragraphs 13, 15, 26, 27-29, 38, 40, 53, 56-58, the claims), Kakrani 
(abstract, table 3) or Ali et al. (abstract, first full paragraph). 

Weisspapir teaches that beta-sitosterol (5-50%) and gugulipid extract 
(Commiphora mukul extract-guggul-1-50%) are together in the same composition. 
Kakrani teaches that Beta-sitosterol is in the seed oil of Commiphora mukul (guggul). Ali 
teaches that Beta-sitosterol is in an extract of Commiphora mukul (guggul). 

Claims 1 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Niazi 
et al. (paragraphs 19, 106, the claims). 
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The reference teaches that beta-sitosterol (BI 2 -sitosterol) and gum guggul extract 
(guggul) are together in the same composition. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 



Claims 1-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Weisspapir et al. (paragraphs 13, 15, 26, 27-29, 38, 40, 53, 56-58, the claims) or Niazi 
et al. (paragraphs 19, 106, the claims) in view of Potter et al. (col. 1, lines 1-15, col. 2, 
lines 30-45, col. 3, line 50-col. 4, line 30, col. 8, lines 54-end). 

Weisspapir teaches that beta-sitosterol and gugulipid extract (Commiphora 
mukul extract-guggul) are together in a composition used to normalize cholesterol 
levels. 

Niazi teaches that beta-sitosterol (BI 2 -sitosterol) and gum guggul extract (guggul) 
are together in the same composition used to reduce cholesterol levels. 
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They do not teach to use beta-glucan in the composition or that a food or 
beverage are added to the composition. 

Potter teaches compositions containing beta-glucan and that beta-glucan can be 
used in compositions used to reduce cholesterol levels. The composition can be either a 
food or a drink. The beta-glucan can be used at 30-100 % by weight. 



It is well known that it is prima facie obvious to combine two or more ingredients 
each of which is taught by the prior art to be useful for the same purpose in order to 
form a third composition which is useful for the same purpose^ The idea for combining 
them flows logically from their having been used individually in the prior art. In re 
Sussman, 1943 CD. 518; In re Pinten, 459 F.2d 1053, 173 USPQ 801 (CCPA 1972); In 
re Susi, 58 CCPA 1074, 1079-80; 440 F.2d 442, 445; 169 USPQ 423, 426 (1971); In re 
Crockett, 47 CCPA 1018, 1020-21; 279 F.2d 274, 276-277; 126 USPQ 186, 188 (1960). 



The reason or motivation to modify a reference may often suggest what the 
inventor has done, but for a different purpose or to solve a different problem. It is 
not necessary that the prior art suggest the combination to achieve the same 
advantage or result discovered by applicant. While there must be motivation to 
make the claimed invention, there is no requirement that the prior art provide the 
same reason as the applicant to make the claimed invention.

Thus, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to add beta- 
glucan to the composition of Weisspapir et al. or Niazi et al. since these references 
each teach that beta-sitosterol and guggul are known to be used to reduce cholesterol 
levels and Potter teaches that beta-glucan is also known to reduce cholesterol levels. 
Thus, to use them in the same composition for the same purpose, i.e. to reduce 
cholesterol levels would have been obvious since they were both used individually in 
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the art for the same purpose, namely, to reduce cholesterol levels. It also would have 
been obvious to use the compositions of the primary references in a beverage or in a 
food since Potter also teaches the use of these in cholesterol reducing foods and drinks. 

The specific amounts of ingredients used are taught by the references as pointed 
out above. It would have been obvious to simply adjust the amounts through routine 
optimization and experimentation in an effort to optimize the desired results.
